Dazzling Digits: The New Computer Music 

A varied and distinguished panel of composers active in the 
field of computer music introduce samples of their own work 
and discuss with our audience some of the philosophical and 
aesthetic implications of the genre. Roger Reynolds will in¬ 
troduce his new work for orchestra and computer, which was 
premiered this week by the San Francisco Symphony. Laurie 
Spiegel discusses her "Music Mouse" software for use with 
Amiga and Mackintosh computers. Michel Waisvisz demon¬ 
strates his "Hands," remote controllers for synthesizers, 
which allow for a dramatic and powerful theatrical/human 
interface. Paul De Marinis constructs his own ingenious digital 
synthesizers from scratch, and the results have been widely 
acclaimed. John Bischoff is a co-founder of The League of 
Automatic Music Composers, performers who work as an 
interactive ensemble on multiple computers with unpredic¬ 
table results. Charles Amirkhanian moderates this evening's 
proceedings, presented in conjunction with the San Francisco 
Symphony's week of computer music events.
